I know of no rule for determining 
the weight of a cubic foot of silage 
accurately. The w eight varies greatly. 
The weight w ill depend upon the 
kind of feed, the dryness of the feed, 
whether It w as put down in bundies 
or chopped, ami if chopped bow fine 
it was chopped. 
Chopped silage varies from 30 lbs. 
to 50 lbs. Bundle silage varies from 
25 to 40 pounds.
